Feeding Troubles with’ New 
Grain: 

Reports of sick and dying 
cattle have been common in Al- 
berta this -fall. Investigations 
have shown that in many cases 
this has happened when new 
grain has been introduced into 
the ration, The change in feed 
has caused acute indigestion or 
Toxemia which has developed in 
twelve to eighteen hours. First 
symptoms are usually stiffness, 
diarrhea and staggering, follow- 
ed by death in some cases. ; 

It is important to change feed 
gradually, particularly in a year 
like this.
